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Dworshak Says Peace Prospect 
Dims, U.S. Production Lagging 

"Two yean alter V-J day, the proapecti for peace are leu hopeful, and domestic producUon Is below the 
BtAtidards necessuT for bou&lng, consumer eooda, rami equipment, and other goods which the coimtrr li de- 
manding." dechired Ben. Beaiy Dworshak during a visit to Twin Falls. 

The senator said he does not believe Inriatlonnnr price trends are maintaining abnormally high prices. 
"Although some congressmen contend that the elimination of OPA la entlrel}' responsible tor the price trends 
□f today." he explained, "It la apparent that shipments ot food and commodities to foreign nations Is largely 
reaponslblr " 



As an llluitratlon. Senator Dwor- 
shak sn!d that based on the first 
six months of this year. It Is esti- 
mated $15,000,000,000 worth of goods 
' will be shipped from the United 
Stales In 18*7, while only tSJDOO.- 
000.000 norUt will be shipped to this 
country. 

'That means $10,000,000,000 worth 
ol food and commodities are leaving 
this country." the senator pointed 
out, "siphoning off products needed 
here, which In turn, through the 
law of supply and demand, and 
coupled with less production, means 
higher prices In this nation." 

As a specific iasUtnce ot how 
shipments to other nations increase 
prices here, Senator Dworshak said, 
British buyers are overbidding 
American buyers In the east as 
much 03 three to five cents a pound 
on meat. "And that's with money 
we loaned them," he commented. 

On the other hand, shipments 
abroad are keeping farm prices on 
B high level, although short crops 
are partially responsible, he said. 

Turning to Idaho problems, Sena- 
tor Dworshak declared he saw no 
Justification for the dire predictions 
that reclamation work would be 
retarded by the congressional econ- 
omy program. "With appropriations 
made for the current year and with 
corry-over funds the bureau of rec- 
lamation will have a $300,000,000 
program this year," he explained. 

However, the senator pointed out 
he advocates the economy program 
as a part of the return to peacetime 
stondards. "Qnergency war clouds 
atlll hang over us," he declared.

Senator Duorsliak emphasised 
that he believes the problems now 
facing the nation are more critical 
than most of those of the war yean. 
For that reason, he said, he was one 
of the first senators to urge an 
autumn session of congress. He said 
a concurrent resolution was passed 
aUov,-lug Republican leaders to caU 
a session then instead of next Jan- 
uary, the normal time. 

He Indicated an earl; session ot 
congress will be made necessary by 
reports from congressmen now on 
tour both In this nation and abroad. 

During the next six week^. the 
senator will make a tour of Idaho 
to acquaint himself at first hand 
with the changes In public sentiment 
which have occurred during the 
nine months he has been In Wash- 
ington, D. C. With the excepUon 
of a Lincoln day speech In Boise, 
he has not been in Idaho during 
that period. 

The senator said pressure of con- 
gressional work and his duties as 
a member of the appropriations 
committee and six subcommittees , 
prevented him from taking oven 
brief trips home. Dally committee 
sessions occurred during the past 
five months, he said. 

He. hU wire, and their son, Cal- 
vin, relumed to their home at Bur- 
ley last Friday. Commenting on their 
2.700-nille automobile trip home, 
the senator said that seeing the ef- 
recta of Hoods, drouth and hall- 
stomia convinced him all the 
stronger of the superiority of Idaho 
famia. "Idaho la truly a garden 
spot," he commented.

Briton Leaders Meet 
To Draft Crisis Plan 

LONDON, Aug. 13 (/P)— Government officials met with 
trade union leaders and industrialists today to make plans 
for combatting British economic ailments with the newly 
voted and extensive controls over labor, industry and wealth. 
The controls become law with King George's assent after 
receiving final parliamentary approval from the house of 
lords this morning, The"criBi8"T)ill empowers the labor' gov- 
ernment to muster all British resources and guide labor into 
esaential industries in efforts to achieve economic recovery. 
The .Jjouae of commons voted 198 to 84 to adjourn until 
Oct. 20, beating down con- 
servative and liberal attempts 
to shorten the recess to Sept. 
16 in view of the economic 
situation. 

Anthony Eden, speaking for Uie 
conservatives, declared the 13,750,- 
000,000 U. 8. loan would be exhaaited 
before the recess ends and that the 
labor regime had not told parila- 
ment what practical steps It would 
take In dealing with the nation's 
plight. (The British have driiwn 
another glM.OOO.OOO of the eredll, 
leaving only $e«I.O00,0O0, the U. 8. 
treasury reported.)

Sugar Plant Here Prepares for Record 
"Run" of Million Bags for This Season 



By JOHN BROBNAN 

In anUclpotlon of a 1.000,000-bag 
campaign, the largest In Its 31 years 
of operation, the Twin FaUa plant 
of the Amalgamated Sugar company 
Is undergoing an extensive Improve- 
ment program to be completed , by 
start of the annual beet run Sept. 33. 

Nearly all of the new additions 
and installations ore on a massive 
scale, but the most vast single pro- 
ject Is construction of five storage 
bins that will be capable of holding 
half of the bulk sugar produced 
during a campaign, or the equiva- 
lent of 500,000 bags of 100 pounds 
each. Located southwest of the main 
plant, Uie Tttw elevator will stud 
compares favor- 
wlth the 226-foot 
landmark 




last May 36, 
and one Of th« first phases of the 
development was erecting a IBfl- 
foot temporary elevator tower for 
hauling materials to the tops of the 
bins. When completed, it will have 
necessitated use ot IDO cars of ce- 
ment, 1,000 bags per car, as well as 



some 20,000 cubic yards of sand and 
gravel. 

The storage elevator is being built 
by J. T. McDowell and sons, Denver. 
This come firm also constructed the 
Twin Palls Hour Mills elevator. 
Some 120 men have been employed 
during the peak of operations on 
this project. 

Previously, the Twin Palls plant 
has had no facilities for storage, 
and sugar was moved to Ogden as 
rapidly as It was produced.

Turning to the automobile lum- 
lihed by the county lo the super- 
intendent for use In county woric, 
Sweeley wrote that the car haa not 
been used since July 1 for county 
work as the superintendent has 
no official duUes to perform for 
the county. 

He pointed out the Insurance paid 
by the county on Its cars Is ef- 
fective only when they are used on 
official business and that the county 
l5 without Insurance protection on 
the superintendent's car while It 
li being used by the secretary of 
the county board ol education. 

In answer to a request by County 
Auditor Bullea tor Information. 
Sweeley wrote It Is the auditor's 
duty to draw warrants upon school 
funds upon presentation of any 
ordar In dupUcaU from the clerk 
of a school board signed by the 
chairman and countersigned by the 
county superintendent. 

The county attorney then ex- 
plained changes in school adminis- 
tration as made in the county board 
of education act which provides the 
BUperlntendent keep a record of 
achool funds of all class "0" dls- 
trlcts under the ^irUdlctlon of the' 
county board of education and 
Gounterelgn all warrants drawn by 
the districts. 

Sweeley wrote he presumes this 
auperlntendent la the same who is to 
be appointed by the county board of 
education and who acts as Ita aec- 
retary and administrative officer. 
However he points out that school 
dlatrlcla do not have the machinery 
t« lawn WftTTftnta but only orders 
Jor warrants. 

He advised the county auditor 
that, In general, legislative acts

V-J PLUS TWO 

Two years have passed since the horror ol 
the atomic bomb ended the horror of the 
second world war. But talk of war remain* 
because the seed of war remains: The strug- 
gle of the free man against the omnipotent 
state Is only interrupted, not finished. There 
is no peace in sight until that struggle Is 
ended, not by another conflict but by com- 
promise and agreement. 

It Is clear now that the Soviet Union and 
the western allies were not united In a com- 
mon cause. The war only partially obscured 
this true state of affairs. But then the mys- 
terious Soviets were not only so indispenaa- 
We to victory but so easily offended that one 
acarcely dared even think such a thought. 

Now, however, relations between the Unit- 
ed States and Russia and her satellites are 
of undisguised unfriendliness. If not hostility. 

Because of this unfriendliness there is no 
sign, after two years, of any peace treaties 
with the major belligerents of World war II. 

Because of this unfriendliness the United 
Nations, as noble and necessary in theory 
today as on the day of its creation, has grown 
Incleasingly ineffectual in practice. 

Because of this unfriendliness there Is no 
progress toward control of the manufacture 
and use of atomic weapons, and no progress 
toward the limitation of conventional arma- 
ments. 

Almost every phase of Important interna- 
tional relations is affected adversely by this 
atruggle between human rights and the 
luperstate. International trade and banking, 
relief, cultural relations and reconstruction 
■re all checked whenever the two forces of 
democracy and communism touch them. 

The two systems quarrel and strive over 
the bones of a defeated Germany. And the 
Qeiman* remain sullen, seU-pitylng, unre- 
pentant and apparently unregenerate largely 
because of this fact. The days of nazi glory 
are gone these two years and more, but the 
nazl spirit remains alive and menacing, and 
tbe Hncertalnty of the present struggle nour- 
Idhes It. 

Tet, in spite of this growing bitterness, war 
Jb unthinkable. It Is not inevitable, although 
many people speak calmly, almost hypnotic- 
ally, of its recurrence as If they could not 
femember what the last war was like and 
could not Imagine what another one would 
bring." 

No nation has emerged really victorious 
trom World war n. The United States came 
aloeest to real victory, since It escaped enemy 
devastation and occupation. Next time It 
could not escape damage. Neither the United 
States nor Russia has ever been conquered. 
It may be that, in a physical sense, both are 
unconquerable. But that thought Is frighten- 
ing rather than encouraging. 

The creation of a true peace is up to Amer- 
ica, for Russia plainly does not want It except 
on her own terms. Peace will not bo easy or 
Inexpensive to achieve, but it will bo Infinite' 
ly easier and less expensive than war. 

Those who would turn their backs on Eur- 
ope today are playing squarely into the 
hands of the communists. Such a policy 
would abandon Europe to communl.sni mid 
thus doom our peaceful existence and threat- 
wi our cherished freedoms. 

This BtruBBlo la essentially Ideological, 
though it must bo settled by mater lull.stlc 
means. And if the American Rovernmi-nl 
and lia people want to preserve their frre 
doms and their way of life, they mu.st accept 
two facta. Europe has to be built up to a pnlnt 
where It will not full Into the lap of com- 
munlam through Khonr exhaustion. And the 
United etatea must be made so slronK that 
the Soviet Union will not daro provoke iia 
too far.

In the duel before the senate 
Investigating committee, Hughes 
stood tor naw Ideas, for experiment, 
adventure. He has repeatedly risked 
hla life In backing hl» own Ideas, 
The aviation industry la one place 
where new Ideas should be welcome. In 3B years It 
hu grown up from nothing. Yet there Rcems to be 
a strong desire to ecele tt down to the restricted 
monopoly pattern. 

Not long ago, another yoftng man appeared before a 
senalo committee with a new and bold Idea. He wm 
Lleut.-Com. Lanpfdon P, Marvin, Jr., who, out of his 
experience with the nnvnl air transport service during 
ho wax and his researches since then, has become en 
lUthority on nlr cargo. Young Marvin Ullis about 
tbe "new aea" and lU vast potentlallUes for freight. 

Appearing as a private citizen before an aviation 
subcommittee, he testified that his estimates showed 
3.000,000 pound.s of air cargo could be carried on a 
profit-making basis across the Pacific each year. 
Marvin csllmntcd that this would bring In 13.800^00 In 
for the airline, or airlines, carrying the cargo. 
He based this on a careful commodity -by -commodity 
Study. 

illmatcf lire In contrast to those which Pan- 
American alranys furnLthed the civil nrconnuUcs 
bonrd. In arijiilnB against granting a certlflcntc ot 
iperatlon to another airline, Pan-Amerlcnn estimated 
that only 152.000 pounds of air cargo a year could be 
transported on the same route. 

'I believe." Marvin eald, "that If the airlines which 
have been grnnled InternBtlonal certlflcatea by the 
government devoted as much study, time and effort to 
cargo as they have done during the past many years 
to passengers, they would discover lor themselves 
that there Is perhaps twice as much business to be 
had in the International field m they now anticipate." 

Airline thinking. It would seem, Is In terms of the 
pnst rnther than the fulurc. It tnkes boldncM niid 
Imagination to project fleets of cargo planes across the 
new sea. That happened, as Marvin pointed out, 
during the war. In fact, the war could not have been 
won without the tleeta of army and navy cargo planes 
that brought rare materials from the lour ooniers 
of the earth. This was pSrtlcularty true of tht vital 
radar and radio program. The ajmy air transport 
command and the naval air transport service carried 
mlUloai of pounds of mica, quartz cuatals. tantallte, 
statlte and other strategic raw materials from India 
and Brazil. 

The customary answer Is: Well, of course, that was 
done on a coat-plUA basis at government expense. 
But the ngures that Marvin and others have compiled 
show that a similar air cargo operation la practicable 
In peacetime at a profit. 

A reallstia examination of air cargo rates, both 
within the country and on the International routes, 
would probably show that they arc too high. They 
■e Used for scarcity Instead of expansion. 
We must understand that this counts for more than 
mere profit and lose. A healthy airplane manufac- 
turing Industry Is essential to national security. A.^ 
young Marvin pointed out In his testimony, a fleet 
of cargo planes for peacetime u.^o could be converted 
almost overnight to carry wartime cargoes. The same 
cannot be eald for passenger planes. 

The young are often brash and foolish. They are 
given to taking risks that often trip them up, tnt by 
taking such risks this country has become- great. 
Monopoly and restriction mean old age and senescence. 
That should not occur In an Industry still In Ita 
swaddling clothes.

NEW YORK— Ken Pettus. late 
candidate for chairman, or national 
commander, of the American Veter- 
ans' committee, haa dlsdoaed that 
many chapters are dying on the 
Tine. This Is a strange organization 
of service veterans and ol seagoing 
civilians who profltacred and rack- 
eteered in tbe war on the meithant 
ships. 

Among the latter are many eom- 
lunlsta and aliens of all breeda. 

The AVO appeal- 
ed to mob avar- 
ice last year by 
adVocaUng a fed- 
eral dole of at 
leaat 119 a week 
for 38 weeks "for 
unemployment of 
all kinds. Includ- 
ing time Icct due 
to tabor disputes." 
This meant that 
Oiia dole might 
he paid for life 
w-tbr«fc PMi" m^uch as one 
period of 36 weeks could flow Into 
another. 

Mr, Pettus gives several reasons 
why many chapters have died. None 
of these reasons Li as Important, 
however, as the character, the 
background and the reticence of 
Ken Pettus himself. 

Last year Pettus was elected to a 
place on the national governing 
body called the planning commit- 
tee. He had been managing editor 
of tlie Pacific edition of the Stara 
and Stripes In Tokyo after the war 
and had been removed because of a 
"negative report on a loyalty check." 

Before the war, he had been an 
editor of a publlcoUon of a CIO 
union notorious tor Its communist 
policies. The national headquartera 
of the AVC In New York deliber- 
ately deceived the rank and Ille vet- 
erons and all prospective membcra 
to whom It was appealing for ad. 
herencc. 

Tlic official bulletin of the AVO 
publi.ihcd a false biographical sketch 
ol Pctlu.'i. Ihls biography smd 
nothing about the '■negative report 
on a loyalty check" in General Mac- 
Arthur's command. It did not men- 
tion his work as editor for the mine, 
mill and smelter workers, whose 
rank and file membership hurt win- 
ter threw out the president. Held 
Robinson, who had been Pettus' old 
boss, only after a long and fierce 
campaign that raged across the 



country. The AVO buUetln did say 
that Pettu^ at that time, July, IMS. 
was employed u a news editor by 
the Natloml Broadcasting com- 
pany. 

When this alatement waa pub- 
lished. Mn. Irene Kubn, the public 
relatlooa director of NBC; Imme- 
diately announced that It was a lie. 
Mn. Kubn wrote that Pettus had 
been employed by NBC before the 
war and that the company had been 
required by law to offer him the 
same Job &fter his discharge, How- 
tfet. he had declined and now tha 
broadcasting company was glad to 
be spared the problem of Inspecting 
his copy for editorial bias. 



Charles O. Bolte, then the chalr- 
an ot the AVC, explained that the 
editors of the Bulletin accepted the 
biographical data offered by Pettus 
without question. Bolte and other 
national officers of the JiVC were hi 
a position to know the truth about 
Pettus. 

Nevertheless the Bulletin pub- 
lished a sketch that wu deceptive 
and misleading, when the truth 
would have deterred some prospec. 
tlve members form Joining. 

Thla year's convention waa held 
tn MUwaukee. Bolte withdrew to go 
to England and study. 

An Wes of the character of the 
AVC may be derived from some 
data on a numt>er of members of 
the national planning committee.

An uuiwer to the writ of babeu 
corpus waa given In diatrict court 
at 10 a. m. by Mr. and Mm. Walten, 
whom the writ commanded to brlns 
the child before the court Judse 
Porter postponed further action 
until 3 p. m. 

At the' afternoon tesslim W. L 
Dunn, Mrs. Martin's attorney, pro- 
lented a motion to strike portions 
of the answer. His motion was 
denied by Judge Porter. 

Lawrence B. Qulnn, one oi the at- 
torneys representing Mr, and Mrs. 
Walters, told the court their only 
InUtrest In the caso was to deter- 
mine their responsibility as to 
custody of the baby. 

He reviewed the history of pro- 
bate court orders affecting 13 "ab- 
andoned" children and stated he 
believed that the probate court itUl 
has jurisdiction but that its orders 
were void as no notice of hearings 
was served upon the parents. 

PIrat witness called was Mary 
Salmon, clerk ol the probate court, 
who was asked If papers brought 
by Dunn constituted the entire case 
flic. She testified that all material 
documents were there. 

Walters was called lor testimony 
concerning how the child came In 
his custody. He related that the Red 
Cross Informed him of having a 
number of children, believed "ab- 
andoned," that he, his wife and the 
Red Cross representative considered 
the baby too young to be sent to a 
children's Institilllon, and that he 
and his wife agreed to take care 
the child. He Ustiried that he docs 
not desire permanent custody of 
the baby. 

Similar testimony was given by 
Mrs. Walters who added she had 
given the baby the same care she 
would have given one of her own 
children. She also teatlfled she did 
not desire permanent custody of the 
child. 

Lost witness was Mrs. Martlri, who 
■tated she now had a home and 
the facilities with which to care 
for her baby.

Declaring the men lacked proper 
dL'^clplInc, Lear ordered the unit to 
return from Camp Robinson to 
Memphis and make the 150-mlle 
trip back to camp again. IB miles 
on foot. 

Passed on Story 

Fresh from a reporter's Job on 
the Star, Fox got the story from nn 
M. P. and passed It on to Little 
Itock reporters. While the story 
snowballed across the country and 
Into the halls of congress, Fox re- 
called, an official order came down 
from Lear's headquarters at Mem- 
phl.s that the incident "was not lo 
bo mentioned." 

"Tliat was when I began to get 
wared," Fox told fellow newsmen.

On the other hand, rebel sym- 
pathizers In the border city of For- 
mosa «ald they heard a broadcast 
rcbi^l communique last night which 
Kftld the Insurgents "were fighting In 
the center of Asuncion and advanc- 
ing steadily despite desperate gov- 
ernment resistance."
